ROME (AP) — The Socialist party pulled oyt 
of the Italian government Saturday night, ending 
five years of centre-left coalition. The resignation 
of Premier Aldo Moro seemed likely. 

The prospect was for a minor¬ 
ity government of Christian Dem- 
i ocrats, possibly including the 
small, allied party of Republic¬ 
ans, at least until a Socialist 
party congress next fall. ■Some 
observers saw a period of politi¬ 
cal instability ahead. 

With 266 seats, the Christian 
Democrats form the biggest 
bloc in the 630-seat Italian 
Chamber of Deputies but they 
would need Socialist support to 
survive any censure motions 
against the government. The So¬ 
cialists appeared ready to give 
that support in exchange for so¬ 
cial and economic reform legis¬ 
lation they want. 

FORMALITY GONE? 

Moro will offer his resignation 
as a formality when the new 
parliament opens but it is wide¬ 
ly believed that President Giu¬ 
seppe Saragat, a. Socialist, will 
take him up on it. 

— Violence and demonstrations 
spinning off from the French 
crisis hit Italy again Saturday, 
spreading from Rome to Turin, 
Naples and Florence.

Alternation 

They have also added an¬ 
other "tradition” — alterna¬ 
tion.

Mac¬ 
kenzie King succeeded Laur¬ 
ier in 1919. Louis St. Laurent 
followed King in IMS: Lester 
Pearson was installed in 1968; 
and Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
was elected this year. 

Each one has ultimately 
become prime minister. 

The first Liberal prime 
minister after Confederation. 
Alexander Mackenzie spent 
most of his . administration 
joined his government In 1877, 
searching for a man from 
Quebec. Had he retained 
office longer, Laurier, who 
joined his government in 1977. 
would probably have been the 
man. 

Election Aid 

It was Mackenzie King’s 
political relationship with 
Ernest Lapointe that has 
given credence to the partner¬ 
ship legend in this century. 
The relationship between the 
two dates from the 1919 
convention where Lapointe 
was instrumental in aiding 
King’s election as leader. 

At the same time, no 


matter how close jxilillcally 
King and fApointe Wfre, there 
w»s never any question of 
King sharing any preroga¬ 
tive* of his position as prime 
minister with anyone. Kin? 
was In charge nnd If he 
ifrifiWl it that w«j\ Wi word 
was final. 

The same could be said for 
the relationship between St. 

I.iurent ffnd C. D. Howe who 
by the 1950* wa* the leading 
figure In English Canada. 

Justice, Too 

Pent-son never really man¬ 
aged to establish a Quebec 
leader. His first nominee was 
Lionel Chevrter but he hailed 
originally from Ontario and he 
never really accustomed him- 
self to Quebec’s peculiar 
practices. Like Lapointe be¬ 
fore him, he held the justice 
portfolio. 

After C Ihe v r le F'slepped 
down in 1964. the Itite Guy 
Favreau took over — bith as 
Quebec leader and in the 
justice ministry. I n # x t* e r- 
ienced. be was destroyed by 
the Rivard Affair and after 
the 19M election, Jean Msr- 
chand was installed in his 
place. March*nd would prob¬ 
ably have settled in but for 
the fact that Trudeau if now 
prime minister and the re¬ 
quirement of Quebec leader¬ 
ship Is now different. 

The role of the Quebec 
leader Is based on an unfort¬ 
unate assumption that no 
English Canadian can possibly 
understand or deal with Que¬ 
bec except through an inter¬ 
mediary. Accordingly, the Que¬ 
bec lieutenant, as soon as he 
la installed, is responsible for 
virtually all matter* pertain- 
^HS to Quebec whether they 
nave national implications or 
not. 

Tiro Effects 

While it is obviously true 
that the Quebec electorate 
prefers a French Canadian as 
its representative, this prac¬ 
tice of setting up a special 
federal leader from Quebec 
has had two effects; it has 
placed an intolerable burden 
on the Quebec lieutenant 
because the role gives him 
responsibilities that no man 
can discharge since he must 




prime minister and the needs 
of his province. 

Secondly. St has absolved 
English Canadians in the 
government, from the prime 
minister on down, from ever 
knowing or learning anything 
about Canada’s second largest 
province and an area contain¬ 
ing the overwhelming major 
ity of one of its two major 
language groups. 

The so-called Liberal *'tra 
ditkm” of alternating between 
French and English leailers is 
mofe a function of coinci¬ 
dence than anything else. 
Some kind of circular process 


is involved,. Since Laurier, the 
liberals have had strong 
representation from the prov¬ 
ince ol Quebec and with the 
tradition of a Quebec lieuten¬ 
ant. a French Canadian is 
always in a position of 
rminmer r ■» that he is 
"available",.when the leader¬ 
ship >it vacated. 

ISot Wanted 

Tht* l* whut happened with 
St. Luurent who was I>a- 
jMlnte'x successor in King's 
war-lime cabinets. Marchand 
might be In Trudeau's place 
today had hr—decided he 
wanted the job. Certainly 
Marchand contributed hand¬ 
somely to tha Trudeau cause. 

It ia possible, on the other 
hand, that the Liberals would 
not be strung In Quebec if 
they did not have this device 
df the French lieutenant and 
"alternation.” But it js also 
noteworthy that French Can¬ 
adian nationalists are not very 
pleased with the "alternation" 
aspect ef the "two nation" 
Liberal style. 

Ever since the experience 
with Laurier who was unwlll- 
Jng to go all the way with the 
nationalists of hi* day on 
foreign policy and on the 
school* question in the new 
provinces - of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, rabid French 
Canadian nationalist opinion 
has been wary of having a 
leader of French extraction at 
the head of one of the national 
parties — which means the 
Liberal party since the Con¬ 
servatives have never had a 
French Canadian leader. 

Policy Move 

On the grounds lhat French 
Canadian interests arc always 
compromised with a L*uricr 
or a St. Laurent at the head 
of the government, the pre- 
‘ ference instead is for an 
English leader with a French 
Canadian second-in-command. 
French "partner" can advo¬ 
cate policies favorable to 
Quebec that a French Cana¬ 
dian prime minister would 
never dare to since a French 


Canadian is by necessity 


always fearful of alienating, 
support in English Canada 
and always bending over 


backward to appear "moder 
ate". Thus, these nationalists 


claim that Canada can never 
ha 


prime minister who is French

The charge that French 
Canadians have been barred 
from such important cabinet 
posts as finance and trade-s.

Prestige Post 

The record -shows that hb 
French Canadian has ever 
held either of two portfolios. 
But it is also the case that, 
since 1867. 'whenever French 
Canadian cabinet appointees 
were asked what portfolios 
they wanted, they Invariable 
laid claim to a prestige 
ministry such as justice or to .

E UROPE, according to Mr. Pierre Trudeau, Liberal 
Party leader and by virtue of that office prime 
minister of Canada, no longer needs Canadian 
“military might” to defend itself. 

There is no quarrel with that contention here. But 
when he adds that withdrawal from the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization would mean its dissolu¬ 
tion, the conclusion is open to debate. 

By way of comparison, the United States has had 
225,000 troops in Western Europe until recently and is 
in process of reducing this number to 190,000. 

The United Kingdom is trimming its 50,000-man 
►force to a mere 44,000. 

Canada has 6,000 men with the 4th Infantry 
Brigade in West Germany (together with civilian 
camp followers and families of the servicemen). 

It is unlikely that the removal of this Canadian 
“military might” to which Mr. Trudeau alludes would 
have the dire result he anticipates. 

France’s complete military withdrawal from 
NATO had no such consequences. 

It is true that Canada also maintains an efficient 
air division In France, flying Starfighters which are 
gradually being phased out of operation. But even 
removal of this force is not likely to mean the end of 
NATO. 

It is not recommended that Canada withdraw 
completely while co-signatory nations believe in the 
effectiveness of NATO as a deterrent to the 
improbable aggression by Warsaw Pact powers. 

. But in vie^ of the re-appraisal of their 
commitments by Jper NATO partners, it is perfectly 
reasonable for tlrc government to adjust its overseas 
strength. It might even be possible to effect some 
economies in the civilian establishment and the return 
to Canada of some of the families who have 
accompanied the servicemen to their garrison stations. 

While op the subject of Canadian defences, Mr. 
Trudeau has* said there is no technological necessity 
for nuclear missiles in this country. He does not want 
them here because it is not consistent with Canada’s 
stand on non-proliferation. But it must be noted that 
the Bomarc batteries remain in place at North Bay, 
Ont., and La Macaza, Que., and under American 
control at that If Mr. Trudeau aims at consistency, he 
ought to send them back across the border. 


Gallant Figure 

“DOWER HAS BEEN, for more than half a century, 
A one 0 f the most influential forces in Canada’s 
affairs and.... behind his mask of raillery, has taught 
lessons in courage, honor, humor and charity that our 
confused nation badly needs.” 

Happily Mr. Charles Gavan Power, MC, was a 
lusty and vigorous senator when Mr. W. Bruce 
Hutchison wrote those words, which very satisfac¬ 
torily represent the feelings of all who knew the man. 

Reading them, let it be hoped, Mr. Power would 
have been aware of the very high regard held for him 
by all Canadians. 

He died Thursday in Quebec City where he was 
born, and which he represented, as member of 
Parliament for the South Quebec constituency, for a 
record-breaking 38 consecutive years. For the past 13 
years he had been a member of the Upper House. 

He was distinguished as an athlete, a hockey star 
with the Quebec Bulldogs in the early years of the 
century, then as a soldier, suffering multiple wounds 
and winning a commission in the field, and finally as a 
politician and minister of the Crown in the Mackenzie 
King government. 

Politics was his profession rather than the law for 
which he was trained. And while he never reached the 
eminence of his long-time leader, Mr. King, he 
possessed all the qualities that make for greatness. 

In his autobiography, A Party Politician; the 
Memoirs of Chubby Power, he wrote, “I have often 
wished for a chance to prove to myself ... that I 
would-be a first-class leader of an active Opposition in 
the House. However, that opportunity has been denied 
me, and I have had to be satisfied with being an 
opposition leader within my own party." 

He was possibly referring to the stand he took on 
the conscription issue in 1944 when he broke with Mr. 
’King and Quit his cabinet post. He maintained 
conscription was unnecessary, and, moreover, a policy 
which was likely to shatter the confederation. With his 
resignation he was well aware that he was also 
surrendering his position in line of succession to the 
prime minister. But such were his high principles that 
he did not hesitate for a moment in reaching his 
decision. 

Mr. Power has been praised for his successful 
organization and development of the wartime 
Commonwealth Training Plan, a truly massive and 
masterful contribution. 

But his example in integrity, courage, generosity 
and that old-fashioned quality known as gentility was 
the greater legacy for Canadians. 


Eight-Per-Cent Wish 

T HE DEMONSTRATION of loyalty to General de 
Gaulle in the streets of Paris after he declared his 
resolution to see France through its crisis "was most 
impressive. It was organized, but reportedly surpassed 
the expectations of its organizers. At this point, 
however, there is no way of telling in what proportions 
the French are divided for and against their president 
and his continuation in power. 

The events of recent days may have profoundly 
influenced opinions, one way or the other. And thus it 
may or may not be ironic that before the upheaval the 
general was ascending in popularity. A public opinion 
poll taken at the end of March Indicated 61 per cent of 
the population was satisfied with the president, 31 per 
cent dissatisfied, an upward change in his rating. 

It is equally interesting to note, though, that the 
same poll found 52 per cent in favor of the president 
playing an i^nchao^ed role in France, 24 per cent in 
favor of a less important role and only 8 per cent for a 
more important role. 

Unkind fate has given the 8 per cent their wish.

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IT BEATS ME . 


By Jim Tang 


Major League baseball, almost everyone is saying these 
days, is in imminent danger of extinction because of the im¬ 
balance between offence and defence created by the ascendency 
of the pitcher. . 

For those who believe that 12-7 and 10-6 games are what 
makes for baseball excitement there are some impressive 
figures to back up their opinions. Not for many seasons has 
there been anything to equal the domination of pitching so far 
in the 1968 season. 

It has verged on the spectacular. In the 449 games played 
In the two major leagues starting yesterday's schedule, there 
had been, by unofficial count. 101 shutouts, 149 games in which 
one team scored only one run and another 162 games in which 
one team scored only twice. There had been two no-hitters, 
four one-hitters, 27 two-hitters and 43 three-hitters. There had 
been 72 victories by teams scoring no more than two runs. 
Including 28 games, eight of them needing extra innings, in 
which the score was 1-0. In 109 games, more than 25 per cent, 
the two teams produced fewer than four runs. 


It’s not at all difficult to find reasons for the current dom¬ 
ination of the pitchers. The glamor and the salaries giveq to 
home-run hitters which has almost everyone trying for the 
fences, and the improved playing surfaces and the nets being 
used in place of gloves are only part of it. 

The advent of the relief pitcher and the Increase of rosters 
to 25 players has been a major factor, allowing managers to 
bring in a fresh arm whenever trouble threatens. And expan¬ 
sion may have been the biggest factor of all. Not only did 
It bring new stadiums with bigger dimensions and wipe out such 
hitting paradises as Ebbels Field and the Polo Grounds but it 
diluted the talent 

Dilution, however, did not extend to the pitching mound. 
Forced to protect some of their younger talent in the expansion 
drafts, major league clubs found to their surprise that the 
old belief that pitchers weren’t ready for the big leagues until 
they were 27 or 28 years old was a fallacy. Tliose big, strong- 
armed youngsters, compiling good records these days are riot, 
as one columnist wrote, "nondescript pitchers pitching shut¬ 
outs against nothing hitters." They're getting established hit¬ 
ters out quite regularly, too. 

But the thing which escapes most critics is that these 
things run in cycles and that no major tampering is necessary. 
It wasn't very long ago, in 1961 and even later, that the same 
people went forecasting baseball's downfall unless something 
was done to help the pitchers. 


Remember 1961? That was the year which produced 2,730 
major league home runs in a 1,620-game schedule. Led tv 
Roger Maris with his record 61, New York Yankees hit 240 of 
the 1,534 home runs produced in the American League and 
fellows like Ken Hunt (25), Reno Bertoia (22) and Jim Landis 
(22) were establishing ersatz reputations as Hall of Fame can¬ 
didates and the American League had an average of nine runs 
a game. 

The home run, because It was so easy, became less and 
less of an attention-maker and interest-stirrer and it was just 
In time that (he pitchers got into their cycle. 

Say what you like about what has “happened so far tins 
season, there is hardly a day which fails to produce so much 
interesting baseball that there isn’t room to record all of it 
on the sports pages. 

Lefs 'have a look at some other figures. In the National 
League, 97 of 224 games—43 per cent—have been decided either 
by one run or in extra Innings and the figure in the American 
League is 85 of 225 games—38 per cent 

Reverse the result of only five one-runners in the National 
League and no team would be mare than one game over or one 
game under .500. And despite the fact that Washington Sen¬ 
ators and Chicago White Sox have had troubles, it would still 
take no more than 15 reversals to produce the same result in 
the American League. 

* * ★ 

What the ascendancy of pitching has done is to provide 
what is probably the closest competition baseball has ever had. 
In Atlanta, for instance, out of 27 games played the Braves 
have been involved in four extra-inning games, another 10 were 
decided by one run and eight decided by two runs. And in 
Bloomington, Minnesota Twins have had two extra-inning 
games, 11 decided by one run and six decided by two runs 
out of the 24 played before their home fans. 

If excitement is based on close competition, and It surely 
must be. this season has produced greed baseball. Unfortunately, 
modem fans support only winning teams and exciting games 
don't mean much unless the home team wins. But this was also 
true when home runs were the cheapest items on the sports 
market. It may not be good, although it should be, but it's 
better the way it is than the way R was. For iL pitching has 
created an imbalance between offence and defence it has at 
least come close to balancing the competition. And that's what 
counts the most.

Subsurface Peaks 
Could Hold 
Scorpion’s Fate 


-From UPI, AP J 
NORFOLK, Va.—The mam¬ 
moth sea hunt for the nuclear 
submarine Scorpion extended 
to underwater mountains near 
the Azores Saturday but failed 
to uncover a trace of the ship 
and 99-man crew. 

As the most extensive 
search in naval history enter¬ 
ed its sixth day, officials 
acknowledged prospects for 
recovering the men were 


growing increasingly doubtful. 

‘‘There are no significant 
contacts now under investiga¬ 
tion a n y w h e r e," a navy 
spdkesman said. "The search 
continues." 

Under certain -conditions, 
crewmen aboard the missing 
submarine could survive for 
"a span of many days,” the 
chief of naval operations said 
Saturday. . - 

Admiral Thomas H. Mower 


told a news conference large 
supplies and food and systems 
for purifying air inside the 
craft would enable those 
aboard to survive "for a con¬ 
siderable period of time." 

But he added that the vessel 
mu5t be intact’and must lie in 
relatively shallow water. Thp 
Scorpion is capable of with¬ 
standing pressure at consider¬ 
able depths, the exact figures 
for whieh are classified. 


The submarine rescue ship 
Kittiwake and nuclear sub¬ 
marine Gato opened the new¬ 
est line of search 360 miles 
south of the Azore Islands 
Scorpion's last reported po¬ 
sition. The vessels probed the 
Cruiser and Irving banks, un¬ 
dersea mountains with the 
peaks rising within 78 feet of 
the surface. 

"They have reported no 


debris of recent origin In the 
area,” the navy said. * 

Although the undersea moun¬ 
tains in the hanks are thor¬ 
oughly charted, navy, men 
were not ruling out the pos¬ 
sibility that" an ’ undiscovered 
pinnacle was struck by the 
Scorpion. In other parts of the 
ocean, such mountains crop up 
from time to time. 

Being airlifted to the Azores 
to help search the area wps 


. Deep Diver, a four-man sub¬ 
marine which can dive to 1,500 
feet. 

Also being flown in by cargo 
plane was ADS Mark IV, an 
underwater elevator for div¬ 
ers. Both ADS and Deep Diver 
are limited to spot checking 
ocean floor areas. 

Scorpion had been sched¬ 
uled to surface at 1 p.m. EDT 
last Monday, 55 miles from 
Norfolk and radio its base.

A Sooke contractor took a 
despairing look at the need for 
adequate low rental housing for 
pensioners in his district, and 
did something about it.

Many of Baker's 300 resi¬ 
dents are out-of-state lran- i 
sienta, working in gas sta¬ 
tions, motels and cafes until 
they can save enough money 
to pay auto repair bills. 

"This town has the biggest 
turnover of any place In the 
country," reports Ken George, 
v'ho has operated a gas 
station here five years. 


Edward Caryl, as gas 
pumper, was offered a ring 
for J5 worth of gas, 53 in 
cash. 

"The man said he paid $150 
for it," said Caryl. “I figured 
it waa an imitation diamond, 
but took it anyway." 

He had the ring appraised 
in Las Vegas. A jeweller 
offered him $500 for it, told 
him it was worth Sl.OOQ. 


“Most people stay 30 to 60 
days then cut out They can’t 
stand the heat, don’t like the 
desert, can’t get used to the 
idea of driving 65. miles for 
groceries.” 

George lives in a trailer 
with his wife and three 
children. Nearly everyone in 
Baker lives in a trailer. 

His trailer is filled with 
clothing, TVs, radios, guns 
and miscellaneous items 
swapped for towing charges, 
repair work, gas or cash. 


"Everybody in town at one 
time or another,” said 
George, "has been offered to 
share a wife in trade for gas 
or repairs.” 

He said the strangest awap 
of all was that involving a 
family from Texas headed for 
San Joaquin Valley to pick 
crops* 

"Their '47 Ford broke down 
and they sold their 6-month 
old boy to a Baker couple to 
get back on their feet When 
the authorities found out 
about it, there was quite a 
stink. You just don’t buy and 
sell kids. 

"But it worked out. The 
Baker couple legally adopted 
the child." 


Charlie McCullagh says that 
he and his partner, Matt 
Kroppmapm, built the $75,000 
complex'strictly tor pensioners.

Second, even in good light, hope of 
our flowering plants remains in bloom 
constantly, and the planter looks dull 
and unfurnished when the plants are out 
of bloom. 

In dealing with the planter In your 
new home. I think it would give 
you more pleasure to fin it with gravel, 
peat moss, vermieulite or perlite rather 
than doil. Grow your plants In pots of 
soil and sink the pots up to their rim* in 
the planter material. 

In this way you can change your 
arrangement of plant* at any time, 
growing your-plants in a sunny window- 
elsewhere In the house and transferring 
them to a planter just for their period 
of bloom.

A snapdragon, for 
instance, will provide a greater mass of 
color in the garden, with lots of 
flowering side shoots, if pinched early 
in life, but such shoots are too short- 
stemmed for cut flowers or for 
exhibition purposes.

A growing number of Victoria™ are literally let¬ 
ting their fin gen do the walking through the yeilow 
page*—and more —by investing considerable time , 
money and effort in speed-reading courses. 


To keep up with the ever* 
increasing pace of- living In this 
hectic world, even reading must be 
done (aster; hence a desire by many 
- high school and university students, 
business executives, sad professional 
man and women- to leant more in 
vt leas time. ;* 

For those w to-find die courses 
successful the sky is the limit. Or 
almost. Upon enrolment, moat stu¬ 
dents read 250-400 word* per min¬ 
ute; most ‘ soon find themselves 
tfeadtag -and retaining—at remark¬ 
ably higher rates. Students meeting 
“mfglmum cimft and .study require* 
Stents’* are guaranteed to increase 
their reading efficiency "at least" 
(twee times by the Evelyn Wood 
Heading Dynamics Institute of Van¬ 
couver. currently offering such a 
course in Victoria. 

The secret, If it could be termed 
such, behind an individual's measure 
of success can be gi vfg In one word: 
Work. And lots of it There’s no 
magic here; anyme seriously wish¬ 
ing to improve his reading rate with 
good comprehension apd recall can 
expect W to vast considerable old- 
fashioned labor along with his fISO. 

For most adults who enrol, such 
as this writer, school and heavy 
study are distant memories. The 
thought of forcing oneself to study at 
least an hour each day is near- 
shattering Besides the obvious 
problems of fitting the hour into 
already crowded schedules, not to 
mention family and Job priorities, 
there la toe not insignificant factor 
of quickly training one’s mind to 
concentrate wholly and instantly oft 
the subject at band. No easy task 
even for college students who have 
disciplined tliemselve* in serious 
study. 


The importance of rapid, com¬ 
prehensive reading has tong been 
recognized. As the institute’s adver¬ 
tising blurbs delight in pointing out, 
American presidents l'heouoi e 
Roosevelt and John F. Kennedy 
were rapid readers; Roosevelt 
devouring three books a day, 
Kennedy exceeding ( 1,000 words per 
minute. Several U.8. congressmen 
Site tout the value of speed-reading. 

A skill which even Canada’s own 
dean of communications, Dr. H. 
Marshall McLuhan, has praised. 

Said Dr. McLuhan: “Reading 
speed increases depths of compre¬ 
hension. At high speeds, the thought 
form of the author emerges, clearly, 
so comprehension and retention of 
data ace also increased.” 

Who invests time, money and 
effort In speed-reading? There were 
over SO students In-the three-hours- 
weekly clasa we attended, ranging 
from a 13-yesr-old student to a 88- 
yccr-old, attending with his son and 
two grandsons. Besides high school 
and college students, there was a 
1 teacher, a police chief—and a parent 
or two whom we suspected of taking J 
desperate measures to keep up with 
brilliant progeny. . 

Prize pupils of a seeond dan 
were Petty Officer Louis DelesaDe, 
his wife and two sons. Due for 
discharge from the navy, Mr. 
Delesalles and family will soon 
become keepers of a remote light¬ 
house. Meaning sons Frank, 11, and 
Philip, 9, will be continuing their 
eduoation by correspondence 
courses. Thus the decision to try 
speed-reading. Not only as an aid to 
the boys, but for mom and dad, too. 

At tite beginning of the eight-week 
coarse, they averaged 325 words per 
minute. 


Six weeks later, Mr. Delesalle 
whipped along at 1,590 wpra, Mrs. 
Dclesatie 2,500. and toe boys a 
breathtaking 3,000. 

The principle of speed-reading is 
to absorb entire paragraphs at a 
glance. Normal reading is to take a 
photographic Image of each and 
every word—To ... be ... or .. . 
not. . . to . . . b e. . . Moat of us are 
actually pronouncing each word, 
even though we are not moving 
our lips or speaking aloud. 

Graduates can read, with a high 
degree of comprehension and reten¬ 
tion, as fast as they can turn the 
pages. And this is not Manning, 
either. The key is practice. And the 
use of the hands. Using your left to 
titrn pages (or right if you're left- 
handed), with your right you execute 
a series of fluid “sweeps” across the 
page, your hand blocking all but that 
which you are reading. Hence, 
unlike in normal reading, you cannot 
leave the rads, as frequently occur*. 

The number and type of sweeps 
Is determined by the reading 
matter. Difficult material takes 
further, tighter sweeps. The same, 
with smaller print. As we men¬ 
tioned, it’s like letting your fingers 
do the walking ... for real. Remove 
yettr hand, and your speed drops. 

. In class and workshop sessions, 
students enjoy a wide range of 
reading materials, from classics to 
light fletton and technical manuals. 
For home study, the student Is free 
to choose his own matter, preferably 
of the type he uses profeasionaDy. 
Sjteed-reading does create certain 
problems here, however. No matter 
how well-stocked a student may be, 
he aoon finds himself exhausting 
relatives' and friends’ books, then 
using his library card to keep up 
with his studies! 

Upon reading as much as he can 
in a timed exercise, the student 
writes a "slaah recall;" that is, a 
brief outline of the pertinent facta of 
the story. Such as the who. what, 
when, where and why. If he can 
■cribble down detaila for more than 
a minute or two—he’s reading too 


■lowly I As the Instructor, Mr. Laddf 
McGowan, emphasizes again and 
again, with an almost sadistic smile, 
the hey it speed. "Speed it up, move 
it out,” becomes almost a chant. 

If you did not understand it the 
first time, tine. Read It again. And 
understand it. But keep up that 
speed. Because unless you continu¬ 
ally push yourself, and develop the 
ability to oopoentrate on the mater* 
ial instantly, your speed will fall or 
level off at a plateau lower than 
your potential. Even after gradua¬ 
tion, it takes several more months 
of, active effort to bring speed- 
reading almost to the point of being 
a reflex. Remember, you've been 
reading the old-fashioned way moat 
of your life. As you no doubt realize, 
it Isn’t eaay to discard such time- 
worn habit*. 

H we’ve made speed-reading 
sound overly difficult and time, 
consuming, we apologize. It isn't. If. 
your have the determination to 
invest $150, you’re virtually assured 
of wooess. Special talent or a high 
IQ is quite unnecessary. In weeks, 
you esn skip along at rates you 
never dreamed were possible. And, 
best of all, you will understand it, 
too. 

For, as we learned to our 
surprise, moat including myself, are 
quite lazy; few have disciplined 
themselves to reading with a full 
mind. The very practice of raising 
your Mjxed vastly Improves your. 
comprehension and'recall. 

There is one other hazard to be 
overcome at the start of the course 
which we should mention. News¬ 
papers. As Mr. McGowan chortles, 
"You avid newspaper readers Just 
have to suffer!" The consolation is 
you should end up being a We to 
devour the entire Celealat — news, 
■ports, classified and all —• in Ms 

minutes 1 > 

In fact. If you had studied speed¬ 
reading, you would have completed 
this article ages ago; in about 20 
seconds, to be exact.

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The Barones* Angela Burdett-Coutts, who gave her name to Bnrdett Avenue and Mount 
St. Angela, though she was never In Victoria, but sent thousands of pounds to endow 
the Anglican Bishopric of British Columbia, died in London a few days after Christmas, 
1906. The Times of London gave her an obituary notice worthy of royalty, and even at 
that, only top royalty. There were three full wide columns on her life and works. To 
me, they read like a storybook, she a figure of fiction. I have copied them down word 
for word, and hope you enjoy reading it as much as I did. The Baroness was 92, and 
she died in her London mansion at No. 1 Stratton Street, overlooking Piccadilly.

Courts—Her Ladyship had been in Stratton Street with 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts, M.P ., since October . (Mr. Bardots- 
Coons was her husband; 40 years her Junior he had 
changed his name to her*s , from his, own of Ashmead- 
Bartlett.) Her Ladyship was seised with acute bron¬ 
chitis. During the latter part of the day she grew worse, 
but was able to recognize the older members of her 
household. She was conscious to the very end —she 
partially rallied again and again, until she passed away 
peacefully. The Queen (Alexandra) and the Princess 
of Wales (later Queen Mary) sent telegrams of sym¬ 
pathy. Her Majesty's telegram contained a gracious 
persomilyhessage to the Baroness which the latter was 
able to understand and appreciate. 


The Lord Mayor sent a telegram 
to Mr. BurdeU-Coutts, which read: 
-Very «orry. Deeply sympathise 
With you, The City of Lon** has 
lost one Of it* noblest and heat 
beloved Hon. Freemen. The RL Bon. 
lady was the youngest daughter at 
Str Fruncia Burden, the weB-toawn 
radical member of the Ho« of 
Cammuoi for Westminster. 

"Her mother was one of die three 
daughters of Thomas CJoutts, the 
founder of the famous banking 
huusc, whose three daughters, thanks 
to their beauty and wealth, and in 
spite of the humble origin of their 
Scottish mother, all made great 
marriages. Susan, the eldest, be¬ 
came the Countess of GuBdford. 
Francis, the second, married the 
Marquis of Bute, and Sophia, the 
youngest. Sir Francis Burdett, who, 
though he expressed opinions which 
were at that time generally ostra¬ 
cised by 'society' was the head of an 
old and distinguished English family. 

“Thun a* Conti* him self was an 
Interesting character to whose greet 
business capacity, shrewd Insight 
into things, end kindness of heart, 
combined with extreme frugality of 
habits were largely responsible tor 
his success. His tint wife, and 
mother of his daughters, was his 
brother’s serving maid; late in life, 
having survived his brothers, and 
being at the time very rich be 
married the fascinating actress 
Harriot Mellon, to whom, on his 
death in 182T, he bequeathed his 
'great fortune. 

His widow presently became 
Duchess of St Albanamaad when 
she died, in 1137, s^e restored her 
wealth to her husb and ’s family, 
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leaving practically the whole of it to 
TtaxnaN Coutta granddaughter, Mias 
Burdett, then a young woman of 
three and twenty. 

Miss Burdett thus became the 
owner of a half share of the profits 
, ot the bank, of the well-known house 
at the earner o< Stratton Street end 
Piccadilly, a large quantity of plate, 
jewelry and other valuable property; 
and in recognition af the eouree of 
all this wealth she took the snmame 
uf Coutts In addition to her own. 

"At that time such wealth would 
have marked out far Us owner much 
notice, especially if she happened to 
be a young and attractive woman; 
but in tho»e dayn, when international 
f in anc e waa in its infamy, when 
there were no American railroad 
kings, and when the Transvaal had 
not been beard of, the owner of a 
■silllon of money — and Miss 
Bordett-Obutts, fortune was probably 
more — naturally fined a greater 
position than would be the ease in 
the present day, 

Mfsa BorAett-Ooutts at once be¬ 
came an excessively interes ti ng 

Mm Anjaley Coutts' a* B a rh a m 
called her In bis ballad on the 
coronation of Queen Victoria at¬ 
tracted afl eyas; became the object 
of the eortoelty of all the world, and 
of the cupidity of a good part of ft 

“If she kept the letter* containing 
offers of marriage they must fill 
chests of drawers, and of Bourse the 
more avowedly begging tetters 
which she received from this time 
til the end of her long life, were 
annually to be numbered in the 
thousands. 

“But aB through her earfy and 
middle He she remained resolutely 
single, finding enough to occupy her 
mind and her heart in the great 
schemes at sharity and practical 
beneficence to which she h e n se fcn tti 
devoted herself. 
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"The record of her life I*, in fact, 
a record of attempts consistently 
made to alleviate the lot of the 
suffering and to further schemes 
which she' believed to be of public 
advantage. 

“It must be remembered that hi 
1839 the true theory of giving was 
far less understood than it is now; 
the common notion of ‘doing good’ 
was more or less the old notion of 
‘Lady Bountiful' and of somewhat 
indiscriminate alms-giving. 

“It will always oe reckoned to 
the credit of Miss Burdett-Coutts 
that, young as ihe was. and without 
any guidance except her own good 
sense, she saw the unaatiafact o rine sa 
of such a system; and she endeav¬ 
oured from the first so to arrange 
her great charities that they should 
be of real service to those whs 
received them. 

"From pm modem point of view, 

' i n d ee d, it would be possible to find 
fault with many ot her proposals, as 
to Ihe ease of ooe of her favorite 
foundations, the Columbia Market, 
where she fought against economic 
conditions and trade combinations 
which were too strong tor her, and 
ftofisrafty she was defeated, but, on 
the whole, a survey of her life only 
leads to the conclusion that the 
popular admiration felt towards her 
by the masses of London were wefi 
founded 1 , and that she consistently 
maintained a noble view, rare 
among alilioaalres of every epoch, 
at the r e s ponsibilities at great 
wealth. 

"Any attempt to specify to detail 
(he public benevolences which wars 
founded or encouraged by Mias 
Burdett-Coutts must be very imper¬ 
fect; but we may mention a tew 
which show bow wide were her 
sympathies, how . far-reaching her 
ideas of social improvement. 

"If any stogie principle is to be 
discovered in her purely charitable 
benefactions, it is that she desired 
not to keep unfortunate people la 
conditions of life which hod been 
proved to lead to failure, but by 
providing them with new conditions 
to give them a fresh start. 

"For example, her 'home' In 
Shepherd's Bush was one ef the 
earliest practical attempts to re¬ 
claim women who hod tost their 
characters; and its method was first 
to get them into habits of bcnsl 


work, and secondly, to send them 
out to the colonies, under kindly 
supervision, where a large number 
of them found happiness and a new 
life. 

"Similarly, when the Spitalfielda 
silk trade began to fail, Miss 
Burdett-Coutts began founding Hew¬ 
ing schools to that district and thus 
qualified large numbers of women 
and girls for a change of work. 

"Again, she was largely lustra* 
mental in founding the Shoeblack 
Brigade, to give employment to 
urchins in the dockside area: and 
when the cruel winter of 1885-61 
revealed the unsatisfactory condition 
of the weavtng and tanning trades to 
east and southeast London, she took 
a tfeclsfve part in organizing an aid 
association which enabled many 
families to emigrate to Queensland. 
These with the less successful 
Colombia Market scheme, are 
notable Instances of), die efforts 
made by Mias Burdett-Coutts to help 
the poor of Land <n. but many more 
might be added to them to Ms 
department alone. 

"For example three drinking 
fountains In London bear bar 
name—one in Victoria Park, one at 
the e ntr a n ce ta the Z o o to gte a d 
Gardens and one near Columbia 
Market. Again, she founded and 
supported more than one institute to 
I-onion especially the St. Stephen's 
T»chnical Inatitute in Vincent-Squat* 
west. 

"Also, She was chiefly responsible 
tor the admirable public library and 
swimming bath In Great 
S" ‘tit Street, which she opened to 
1893 

“London alone, however, did not 
by any menny exhaust the chari¬ 
table energies of Miss Burdett- 
Coutts. She very early .recognised 
the great fact of ihe arftfy of tha 
British Empire, and the general 
good that may be affected by wvB- 
m an aged emigration. 

"But she wa* not wedded to this 
Idea; she did not find in emigratioa 
a cure for everv social ill. Ef. far 
example, she did much to help 
certain districts ot Ireland and at 
the west coast ot Scotland, bp 
a a* sting some of the Inhabitants to 
emigrate, she did still more bp her 
long and consistent efforts M 
Improve the fisheries of Ireland, 
especially near Skibbereen, and bp 
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her Industrial fishtog Hloai Ib 
B aitton »i i , an the gout af Cork. 

“The reception which an givu* 
Mr at that place hi HIT ni 
extremely enthusiastic, awl it M 
aeetala that no little food. If not 
quite ac much a^tte and others had 
hoped tor. haa feaulted fewa Wear 
wad meant eRorta. 

'‘And if there are proofs that her 
charity extended from London to the 
Kingdom and the Empire it could at 
daaaa he ooamopolitan aa wed. One 
into awns which occurred a few yean 
ago. ahowed the touch of sentimen¬ 
tal ism which existed In her, aa lt 
must, we suppose, in all philanthro¬ 
pe ts. 

■'This was her visit in UN, 
when she was already more than 80 
yean of age, to the Island af 
Corsica in order that she might 
restore to the Inhabitants there the 
mortal remains of their great 
patriot. General Paoti, which for 
mors than a century had reeled in 
•to churchyard of Old. Jit Paaeras. 

“The idea was the Bareness' 
mm, and she bore the whole expense 
af the transfer. NstursHy, the warm 
hearted people, mindful of the old 
friendship between their island and 
ourselves, were deeply touched, and 
there was great enthusiasm 
throughout Corsica. 

“Another of these examples of 
what we have called cosmopolitan 
cimrity was the institution of the 
Turkish compassionate fund, during 
the war of 1877-78. through which 
some 30,000 pounds were distributed 
among the starving peasantry and 
fugitives. 

“Political feeling ran high in this 
country at that moment, and 
possibly the Baroness may have 
been partly Influenced by It in 
wishing that, while the Russian and 
Swvian wounded were being com¬ 
forted through other loads, the 
Turkish side should not be neglected. 

“We may be sure the dominant 
motive on her part was one of pure 
human compassion, which must be 
counted to her for righteousness. 

“All through her charities, Lady 
Burdett-Coutts knew no distinction 
of creed or sect: although she was 
herself a loyal and very beneflclent 
daughter of the Church of England, 
her contributions to churches and 
church schools were large and 
numerous 

With a far-sighted care for the 
toterests of the Empire at large, 
which was less common ft years 
ago than it is today, she devoted ene 
of the earliest and greatest of her 
benefactions to strengthening the 
position of the Anglican church hi 
the colonies. 

“It was in 1847 when she was a 
young woman of 22, that ahe 
endowed out of her own puree the 
Bishoprics of Cape Town and 
Adelaide, and 10 years later, at the 
east af no less ilian 50,000 pounds, 
she founded the Bishopric of British 
Columbia, and provided a fund lor 
endowing churches, ac hoots and 
clergy in that far-away eoloay, now 
a part of the Dominion of Canada. 

“At home. Mias Burdett-Coutts' 
first considerable work was to build 
and endow, in one of the poo rests 
districts of Westminster, a church in 
memory of her father; and not only 
a church, but schools and buildings 
which presently developed into a 
great technical Institute and the, 
home of innumerable guilds and) 
benefit clubs. 

The work began In 1846 and on' 
June 25. 1850. the large G <thic 
church of 81 Stephen, the work of 
Mr. Ferry, a Manchester architect, 
was consecrated by the Bishop of 
London. 

“It was said that for this work 
Miss Burdeft-Outt* had signed a 
cheque for 30.000 pounds. So in fact 
she did, but bef ire the site had been 
paid for, the tenants compensated, , 
the buildings completed and the 
large endownment fund provide#, 
the total cost had amounted, not to 
31,009 pounds, but to 90,800. 


“la MM, at (he reqoest ad At 
Ifdtnf of Wsldegreve, p ro mp ted bjr 
Dr. Talt, then Bishop of Im d ra , 
mas Coutta' constant Mead and 
advtoar, aha built another church 
dedicated to St. Stephen la one of 
the poorest districts of Carlisle, and 
hem again ahe was not c o nt en t with 
half measures, but buOt and en¬ 
dowed what a high authority haa 
called ‘a model church.' 

“Later, die largely contributed to 
the restoration of the chur c hes of 
Rant burg and Baydcn in Wiltshire, 
her Cottier's country, and gave 15,009 
pounds to the Bishop of London as a 
contribution to the building of three 
churches in the metropolitan area. 

“The help she gave to library 
adoration in the dark days before 
1870 waa scarcely lew considerable. 
For example, she was one of the 
first trustees of the T u wmfwad 
schools (founded out of the bequest 
of file Rev. Hare Townshead) for the 
benefit of the children of the very 
poor, who could not afford to pay 
this toes that, until 1881, were 
required In almost ail sc hoots. 

“She placed at her own e xpanse 
h u ndred s of East End, 1 boys In 
training ships, and she showed her 
practical sympathy with the night 
school movement by maintaining a 
large school of that type In Cooper's 
Gardens in the East End. 

“She was the first also to 
establish cooking and sewing schools 
In London. At the time she was quite 
alive to the importance of helping 
the claims of a somewhat more 
advanced scale of education, for she 
was a Oonstant supporter of the 
Birkbeck Scientific Institute. 

“She established the first Art 
Students' Home for Ladles, and she 
considerably aided the development 
of the St. Stephen's Institute into the 
Westminster Institute of Technical 
Training. 

“No subject lay closer to the 
Baroness’ heart then the protection 
of animals, and die prevention of 
cruelty. 

“It need scarcely be said that she 
was a very active member of the 
SPCA and in these columns she 
often uttered same indignant protest 
against the Ill-treatment < dogs, the 
trapping of singing birds, and the 
like. 

“Those who remember the extra¬ 
ordinary story of ‘Greyfriare Bobby* 
-— the little dog w’tinh followed bis 
master _ to the oren grave In 
Edinburgh, and who constantly 
revisited that spot from die year 
1858 to the time of Ms death in 1872 
— may like a reminder now. 

“This is that the Barooeas 
ere c ted a monument and drinking 
fountain In the dog’s honor at the 
corner of George JV bridge. 

“She made effective protests 
against the cruelties of the overseas 
cattle trade; and improved cattle 
trucks were planned and carried out 
at her expense for the home railway 
traffic. 

“Probably noth’rg contributed 
more to her pooulairity wfth the 
working classes of London than her 
efforts, not only on behalf of the 
Costermongers, but on behalf of 
their donkeys. She bu'lt large stables 
fur them on the Columbia estate, 
and the costers donkey shows. In 
which she gave prizes for the best 
kept animals were, and we believe 
stIH are, a great feature of life In 
the East End. 

“Hie Baroness was also one of 
the founders of the Whit Monday 
horse parade, now one of the most 
popular and useful of animal institu¬ 
tions; and one of the most memor¬ 
able days in her life was that in 
which. In May of 1882. she attended 
a parade at Newcastle and distri¬ 
buted the prizes, not only to the 
owners of the cart horses, but to the 
colliers, who brought their pit ponies, 
harnessed to the little trollies In 
which they mde underg r o u nd. A 
local paper said at the time that ‘a 
hundred thousand people came into 


Aa Ares events took place to ^T, 
whoa, to ttte surprise of the whole 
world. It was aanraamAl that Her 
LadjnMp, who was then 87 years of 
age, and who was thought to be as 
re a ch vowed to cefiboey as the 
Virgin Queen bererif, was about to 
be married. 

“Her choice fell upon Mr. 
WHKam Lehmann Aataarnd-Barilett. 
America* bora, and her private 
secretary and adm inis trator of her 
charities to Bulgaria. 

“At the time of her death. Lady 
Asrdett-Cnutti had reached so great 
an age that to a certain extent she 
experienced the fate of all those who 
outlive their contemporaries Such 
people find that the details of their 
work are forgotten, and thst a new 
age haa brought new raH'ilnm r~d 
new Ideals, superseding those wild 
which they were familiar. 

“But, none the less. Watery will 
always regard her as one of t' & 
striking figures of the Victorian ><?e 
to England; as one at those, who, 
having become possessed of p-r 
cppmU* iI des did aD that in her lay 
to make use of them for the benefit 
of her fellow citizens. She w* a 
Queen in her own circle, and P is 
not fanciful to sty that in her rr-'u 
of beneficence she modelled hm-v-df 
so far aa was possible on the -it 
Queen, of wbom the w»s one of her 
moat devoted subjects." 

The funeral service and Inter* 
meat were In Westminster Abbey. 

The Times described the events 
“At the bead of the procession were 
three mounted mllce: next came (he 
heacae drawD bv f nir Mock horses 
and follow ad bv a score or so of 
carriages. There was no wrertb on 
the coffin; the or»v tribute being a 
bunch of much prized herin. 

‘“‘Under a grey s*'y. the pr^e--s» 
stor moved slowly down Plcc^tlv, 
Grosvenor Place and Victoria Strret 
to the Abbey. 

“Hiere were many signs to aP w 
how Lady Burdett-Coutts was bv"d 
by the people, for the whins of 
omnibus drivers were bedec'-ed vrith 
bnw» of crepe, and the larjye stoodt 
sale of memorial cants testified to 
the fact. The most impressive 
feature, however, was the mrvn'>n- 
tary kill in the busy traffic, erd the 
iDent reverence of the crowd*." 

A few days later Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts wrote to The Times to then* 
“the 25,000 or more people tvho r.ikf 
’he Baroness the last token of 
respect In our own bouse — the 
endless nroceision nessed reverently 
and without a single Incident to 
mark the solemnity of the occssi-n. 

“I should like to say that ft waa 
because work is one of the groat 
loisans of the Baroness* l<fc. be¬ 
cause that clear br-in ard deep 
heart and slender hand never retted 
free work that I etvise thr hymn 
‘now the laborer's task is over ‘ 

“And It’s because that work waa 
done tor the peopl* that they w<II be 
glad she has been laid to rest in the 
Abbey in her babri ji she lire-* * at 
the west end, close to the great d or 
of the people.’’

"Special mention should be made 
of the Baroness' efforts lif practical 
benefteteaoe made in the cause of 
Ireland. 

“Neither she nor her friends 
Imagined that she waa going to solve 
the Irish question by helping a single 
fishing centre; but here, as else¬ 
where, she believed that she might 
lead other private benefactors and 
public authorities In the right way. 

“In a word, here desire to help 
the poor of Ireland was just as keen 
as her desire to help toward the 
material end mors! Interests of the 
poor of London. 

"But in this matter, as In others, 
she carefully kept herself dear of 
any sort of political partisanship. 
She never took any step in favor of 
a Libera] or a Conservative govern¬ 
ment as such. 

“She never appeared on a 
political platform, even in her 
husband’s constituency of Westmins¬ 
ter, and we believe it to be a fact 
tost, she carried the principle of non¬ 
intervention so far that sometime 
before each election she left London 
lest she should be supposed to exert 
influence over the votes of the poor 
people whom the had benefited. 

“The definite events in the Mfe eg 
Lady Burdett-Coutts which afford 
matter to the chrorieler are not 
many; perhaps, indeed, only three 
emerge from the constant series of 
bene factions unobtrusively per- 
formed. The first of these events 
took place in 1871. when Queen' 
Victoria, in the premiership of Mr. 
Gladstone, offered Miss Burdett- 
Coutts a gebrage. 

"The second was the interesting 
and as yet unique ceremony in the 
Guildhall when the Freedom of the 
City of Lopd m was conferred aa 
her, the only lady who had ever 
been admitted to that distinguished 
fellowship. 

"It may be added that similar 
distinctions were conferred sbout 
this time on Lady Burdett-Coutts by 
the Turners* Company, by the 
Haberdashers’ Company and by the 
city of Edinburgh.

BAMFIELD CABLE STATION 


T/ie winter storm* that followed 
the completion of the trans-Pacific 
cable soon showed up the weakest 
link in the around - the - world sys¬ 
tem —namely the tenuous thread 
of copper wire that was strung 
fromJree to tree along the eastern 
shore of the Alherni Inlet , connect¬ 
ing Bam field with Port AlbemL 
From there the line went by an 
overhead system strung on tele¬ 
phone poles via Cameron Lake to 
ParksviUe and then underwater by 
cable to Vancouver • \ 


the cable were realized and It aoon became 
obvious that additional capacity was required. 

It was during this war that the German trans- 
Atlantic cable was confiscated by the British and 
part o t it was re-laid as an emergency route from 
Bamfield to Victoria. It was landed at Clover 
Point and the ahore-end la still visible there 
encased in concrete on the eastern shore. The 
concrete foundation on the bank above marks 
the spot where the cable hut once stood. 

The cable was an old one and not In very 
good condition, with the result that it was 
interrupted moat of the time and proved 
expensive to maintain Just as an emergency 
route. It was never used except for an occasional 
message during the Second World War when toe 
Canadian government insisted that it be 
maintained and connected to Gordon Head army 
headquarters. After the war it was abandoned. 

In 1928 it was decided to duplicate the system 
across the Pacific Ocean and. on October 21 of 
that year, the 9,000 ton cableship Dominie, which 
like her predecessor the Colonla, had been espec¬ 
ially constructed tor the Pacific cable project, 
sailed from Bamfield with 7,200 Iona at cable on 
board and began paying it out at the rate of 10 
knots an hour. 

The cable was o!f a new type described M 
"loaded", having a thin wire permalloy wound 
spirally around the copper core, which Increased 
the inductance of the cable in order to neutralize 
the effect of the capacity, thus making possible 
an Increase In speed, which the authorities 
predicted would be five times that of the original 
Pacific cable. 

After travelling an average distance at 200 
miles each day for 17 days, the Dominia arrived 
at Fanning Island, a coral atoll in mid-Paciflc. on 
Nov. 14, and buoyed the end of the long cable. 

While she had been laying her section of the 
cable, another cableship, the Faraday, was 
duplicating the section between Fiji Islands and 
Fanning Island. 

When speed trials on the new cable were 
conducted, they proved that the expectations of 
the design engineers had been correct, for a 
working simplex speed of ISO words (750 letters) 
per minute was attained, making it not only the 
I >ngest cable in the world but also the fastest in 
the Commonwealth. 

At this time a new cable office at concrete 
construction was erected in front of the original 
wooden building at Bamfield. The architect, 
Francis Mawson Rattenbury, was the same man 
who had designed the legislative buildings and the 
Empress Hotel In Victoria. The austere new 
building resembled a Tibetan lamasery, perched 


at it was on the edge of a hill overlooking 
Barkley Sound, and was often referred to fay 
unhappy bachelors aa "Alcatraz.” 

Also at this time, a new wing was added to 
the north end of the original wooden bolding, now 
referred to as the bachelors’ quarters. It 
contained 24 single rooms for the additional staff 
required to man the duplicated system. However, 
as the number of bachelors decreased over toe 
ensuing years and the number of married men 
increased, this new wing was turned into flats tor 
married men and their families. 

As the deep-sea cable lies on the bed of the 
ocean, in some places four miles deep where 
there Is little or no movement of the water, tt Is 
seldom broken except by submarine earthquakes 
or slides and. does not require much armor tor 
protection. 

The shore ends, which are in shallow waters, 
are heavily armored with iron sheeting wires. It 
la here 1 that most of the breaks occur owing to 
tidal movements causing corrosion or chafing on 
rocks, or to damage by ships' anchors. 

Should a break or interruption occur, either 
complete or partial, the fault can be located from 
either end by measuring the resistance and toe 
capacity of the ‘cable to the point when* toe 
signals leak through toe fault to earth. As toe 
resistance and capacity of the cable per nautical 
mile are known factors, the position of the fault, 
which Is the unknown factor, can be calculated 
from toe readings obtained by the Wheatstone 
bridge teat. 

Sometimes a marine animalcule may bore 
through the insolation of the cable and expose toe 
core to salt water, causing an interruption. This 
type of fault can be sealed temporarily fay 
applying a sealing current from the nearest shore 
end, which causes a chemical coating to form on 
the exposed core and insulate it from the sea 
water. It ia only a temporary measure however, 
for sooner or later, the cableship has to go out to 
the spot, grapple for the cable, cut out the fault, 
haul up the ends and splice in a new piece of 
cable. Sometimes this has to be done at a depth 
of more than four miles. 

It is not generally known by fishermen and 
other mariners that cable companies wll gladly 
compensate owners of ships for the loss of toebr 
anchor and chain if reasonable proof is produoed 
that they were in the vicinity of a submarine 
cable, and that they did hook the cable and had to 
cut their anchor loose rather than run toe risk of 
damaging toe cable by trying to clear the anchor 
with brute force. 

- Methods of operating the cable changed 


The following summer the new cableship Iris 
arrived in Esquimalt with 45 miles of cable for 
toe Bamfield-Albernd section, replacing the 
landline, which was all too frequently interrupted 
by windfall!, causing iengthly delays to the whole 
service.

Right from the beginning, 
claimed that it would have been better to have 
run the cable into the vicinity of Victoria instead 
of landing it at Bamfield, And that gras the 
beginning of an argument that lasted' for the 
duration of the cable station at Bamfield, and did 
not end until toe overhead landline between Port 
Albemi and ParksviUe was replaced by an 
underground cable which was protected from 
falling trees, heavy snowfalls, saboteurs and other 
hazards. , 

For the flrat few years toe Pacific Cable 
Board was operated as If it were a private line 
connecting government departments in toe 
Commonwealth, consequently it operated at a 
loss. It was not until it was placed on a 
competitive basis that It became increasingly 
profitable—ao much so, that in 1926, the cost of 
duplicating the system between Bamfield and 
Suva, Fiji Islands, was paid for out of toe 
proceeding year's surplus of over $850,000. 

It was surprising the amount of traffic that 
could be transmitted over a alow cable when if 
was kept full 24 hours a day. At the prevailing 
duplex speed of 24 words (120 letters) a minute, 
34,580 words could be moved dally In each 
direction, an average of 2,300 messages each way. 
Additional space was saved by abbreviating 
offices of origin and destinations: for 
instance— London was sent LN, Vancouver YK 
etc. Numerals also were abbreviated by using a 
special code.

It’s quite a few 
years since I have made one, but 
for the wedding of the oldest 
grandson • • . how could I refuse ? 
A wedding cake is a labor of love 
and I was more than happy to 
make it. 

With June and later summer 
weddings there may be other 
mothers and grandmothers called 
upon to make a wedding eake . . . 
with a good recipe one need have 
po fear of failure. The following 
recipe has been used a number of 
times in my own family and has 
been passed on to countless friends 
and relatives. It is tried and true. 
Some cakes need long mellowing 
but this cake is so very rich and 
moist that it can be cut almost im¬ 
mediately. 

There are several steps to making a fruit 
eake ... the pans must be prepared ahead and 
(he fruit prepared ahead. 1 do these two thing* 
the day before 2 mix and bake the eake.

' For this cake, both the raisins and currants 
were "plumped” before combining with the other 
fruit To plump ... let the fruit soak in sherry or 
claret for several hours. Put the fruit in a 
saucepan, Me sherry to each pound of fruit, add 
the sherry, claret or fruit Juice, put over a 
simmer burner Just to heat through. Cover and 
let stand until liquid is absorbed. Stir several 
times so that all the fruit comes in contact with 
the liquid. Having the fruit really Juicy is what 
makes the cakes so beautifully moist. Now for the 
recipe.... 


MURIEL WILSON’S THOUGHT 


To mix the batter ... In a very large bow! 
cream tbe sugar and the butter. These should b* 
creamed until very light and fluffy. An dectrb 
mixer makes it easier but otherwise use a targt 
wooden spoon, Now add the egg yolks, one a 
beating after each addition. Measure tbs flow 
and add one cup to the fruit. It H beat to dm you 
hands to mix, making sure that each rings 0 
fruit is separated (it tends to stick together) 
Now add the marmalade and salt to tha batte 
and gradually incorporate the flour, tb 
flavorings. Beat the egg whites until stiff and flofc 
into batter. There is no baking powder la fid 
recipe, the eggs supply the leavening. You eg 
add the fruit to the batter or the better to to 
fruit ... whichever bowl Is the largest. I seed j 
plastic dish pah for the fruit as 1 did not hew 
bowl large enough to hold the oomfctnad fruit an 
batter. I am making these directions very apedfi 
for the benefit of those who might be afraid t 
undertake the making of a large rich fruit sake 
This recipe makes approximately IS pounto c 
eake. The batter will fill toe I fraitoatt 
Christmas cake tins almost to the top Vbe 
baked my cakes were level with toe tops of to 
tins and nicely flat.

FOREST MANAGEMENT—OLD AND NEW 


Everyone, and particularly everyone In British 
Columbia who is old enough to read a newspaper 
must by now be familiar with the term "forest 
management." which looms so large in the eco¬ 
nomic life of this forest province. 

This was not always the case, however, arid in 
the columns of Nature for April 2, 1896, the editors 
saw fit to define the term. • 

A weekly illustrated journal, Natare was 
probably the most widely read and popular record 
of progress in the natural sciences, with distin¬ 
guished contributors and correspondents from al! 
parts of the world. "Forestry,” says Nature in an 
article written some 68 years ago, "like medicine, 
engineering, or agriculture, originally commenced 
as an empirical routine; but its operations are now 
built upon the results obtained by researches in 
numerous branches of pure science. The most im¬ 
portant of these are mathematics, botany, zoology, 
chemistry, geology, law and political economy. 


Apart from these auxiliary sciences, forestry 
proper deals with the following subjects: tl) the 
raising and maintenance of woods, or sylviculture; 
(2) the protection of forests against damage; (3) 
the utilization of forest produce; (4) forest man¬ 
agement; (5) forest law." 

With due allowance for more advanced tech¬ 
niques, all toise are familiar to us today, but one 
factor of increasing Importance to our generation 
is notably absent from the list. This is the ques¬ 
tion of multiple use, with particular reference to 
the recreational values of the forest. No sym¬ 
posium on forestry today would be complete with¬ 
out an exhaustive treatment of this subject and 
indications are that it will play an increasingly 
important part in all future forest management 
programs.

ly JOE SHTHERIAND TWO-MONTH TRIP TOOK 11 MONTHS 

TO COMPLETE 


Last whiter there were three 
• hipwreck* en what loed t 0 be 
railed the Graveyard of the Pacific, 
on the weal coast of Vancouver 
Island. The Tahsis Prince incident 
caused several old-timers aronnd 
Victoria to sit up and take notice. 
My first reaction to the original re¬ 
port of the grounding was: “Could 
this be the Island King?” Subse¬ 
quent stories, including that of the 
remarkable and successful salvage 
efforts by a small Tofino-based 
firm, after the ship had been de¬ 
clared a total loss, revealed that, 
among other numerous names, she 
had indeed keen known as Island 
King. 

Till* disclosure called for a phone c*i to my 
old shipmate B:>b Moore, who not only sailed to 
her o*> the coast, as I did, b efore the Secured 
World War, but was one of the crew who brought 
her out from England in 1929. 

Visits with Bob always include reminiscence* 
si amusing incidents which we experienced during 
those ‘other world" days ol the 1930s . . . how the 
Skipper was not impressed with our complaint* of 
bed bugs in the fo'c's’le until I dropped a match 
box full down his cabin ventilator ... and the 
time our ex-ffoyal Naval lieutenant oommander- 
First Mate sent Bob uptown to buy cigarettes, 
admonishing him not to buy 5c cigars with the 
change. Bob, of course, returned with 10c cigars 
for the watch! 

But fbe sfory of stories Is one I have heard 
often but always enjoy hearing again because it 
certainly proves that truth is stranger than 
ficdce It's a story of mishap- piled on mishap, of 
an engine that refused, time after time, to do its 
job and a crew which refused to admit defeat or 
even entertain the thought that there was 
anything that could stop them from doing what 
they had signed on to do: deliver the ship to 
Victoria.

With ballast loaded and boiler repaired, once 
again the crew east oB lines and proceeded down 
the Seine nod tart Into the Atlantic bound foe 
Panama Canal. 

Early to toe voyage the dynamo became a 
casually and Pure were no more electric lights 
for the rest of the trip.

At the Azores an effort wre 
made to fix the cylinder heads but the jnb was as 
unsuccessful Aat they returned to port without 
dropping the pilot when an attempt was made ta 
put to sea. 

It was decided that proper repairs should bs 
made to the engine and witlf this in njind an 
expert on Polar Atlas engines was sent out from 
Sweden. New cylinder heads and pistons were 
ordered and a major overhaul was carried out. 

Four months were spent In the Azores while 
ihis was done. The crew had a wonderful time. 
The cost of living was very low. cognac 25c to SOo 
a bottle, depending op one's taste. This was tbev 
kind of vacation most of us dream of but never* 
experience. 

However, as all good things must come to an 
end, the repairs were eventually completed ami It 
was time to get on with the job. The Rennlck 
brothers, oiler McCullough and the cook decided 
they had had enough and left the ship here. A 
Portuguese and his son were signed on along with 
another young Portuguese who had no passport 
and who would have to leave the ship at Colon.

Stanley Downey; ABa Fred Hamilton. Bob

Once out of the River Tyne heavy weather 
wn* encountered to the North Sea.

But aside from the 
discomfor t , things went well until she entered 
Yarmouth Roads. A channel buoy was passed on 
the wrong side. The Yarmouth Lifeboat Station 
tired a warning gun, but it was too late. Island 
Ktog slid to a stop on a sandbar. 

Tfee lifeboat came out to see if any aasitlance 
were required or If any messages were to be 
sent. However, the tide was rising and the ship 
was backed off under her own power and she 
proc ee d ! d towards Le Havre and Rouen, up the 
River Seine. 
















He’s Pompous, Pontificating—But Never Dull

Anyone familiar with the writings of Ashley Mon¬ 
tana (the American Way of Life or The Natural Su¬ 
periority of Women , perhaps) knows that he Is never 
dull. 

Irritating, pompous, pontificating, dogmatic, 
spiteful —all these things, yes; but never dull. 

One is Konrad Lorenz, founder of 
the modem science of ethology, the 
study of behavior under natural 
conditions of life. King EMomoa’s 


Hie reason he. is never dull is 
because he confines himself to 

controversial and provocative sub¬ 
jects and achieves his effect by the 
liberal use of other people’s ma¬ 
terial. 

In fHs he resembles Fulton 
Sheen, but that smooth master of 
the oM ecclesiastical borrowing 
technique at least has the saving 
grace at wit and humor, which 
Montagu lacks. 

A good instance of the Montagu 
method, in his latest book, Mm 
Ohm i jt, is to be found in the 
essay. Wilderness sod Ha m a al ty. 

In a mere eight pages He 
manage s , to quote from Milton, 
Peter Bell; A. E. Housman. Benja¬ 
min Rush, Keats, Wordsworth, Kant, 
the Bible, the Koran, and again 
Wor ds w or th 

, Another distressing aspect of 
Montagu is blatantly apparent in an 
essay entitled The new litany 7 of 
“inntoe depravity." In a peevish 
diatribe, Montagu, the orthodox 
■ntonopolngist, attacks two widely 
diffe rent men. one a non-scientist, 
whose works enjoy best-seller status. 


Ring and On Agression are perhaps 
his best known works. 

Montagu uses such. phrases as. 
*'... fatal errors committed by 
Lorera,” . * not the slightest 

evidence .... entirely laeking 
in any, understanding." In Ow 
Aggression Lorenz maintained that 
there 4s evidence that the first 
inventerrof pebble tools, the African 
australopUheclnes. promptly used 
their new weapon to kBI not only 
game, but felkwr members of,their; 
species as wel. . 

“Is there?" asks Montagu. “This 
is my special field, and I am 
unacquainted with the evidence.'' 
Well, well, Ood has spoken. 

Perhaps Montagu the anthropolo¬ 
gist ootlld be taken more seriously If 
he confined himself to Ws specialty, 
but he has a compluskw to express 
himself on everything from soup to 
nuts. In Man Observed he touches 
on such widely disparate subjects as

Montagu has produced 35 books 
and edited 11 more, a total of 46 — 
the equivalent of a lifetime’s output 
by a professional literary man.

First Novel Brave Effort

The White Boar, a dramatic reconstruction of 
the life and times of England’s King Richard HI, is 
the first novel written by Vancouver author Marian 
Palmer.

It la obvious that the young 
author is fascinated by the last ot 
Ote Platagenet. kings (she is, X 
understand, a 11 e ■ d y writing a 
second novel on die same theme) 
and that she is steeped in: the 
history of the period. 

Richard has been studiously 
avoided by ’ writers of historical 
novels, maybe because authors are 
puzzled how to regard him.' Some 
historians argue mat He was fen 
innocent scapegoat and that he 
would have become one of history’s 
great monarch* if his reign had not 
been so brief. 

This was certainly not the view 
of Shakespeare who portrayed 
Richard ms evil incarnate, a hunch¬ 
back with a twisted mind wfco 
gained the throne by murdering hia 
two nephews. 

Marion Palmer avoids the scape¬ 
goat and monster theories, and the 
carefully avoids offering her ’own 
solution to the riddle, 

Instead, she presents Richard, as 
man and’ king, through the eyas of 
Phillip and Francis Lovell, whose 
devotion to Richard never faltered. 
And because they were Ms friends 
the picture is, of necessity, dis¬ 
torted, 

The White Bear, is written In the - 
classic historical novel style. That is 
to say the main theme is acted out 
against a background of pomp and 
pageantry, treason and Intrigue and, 
in this case, the bitter struggle 
between Yorkists and Lancastrians, 
known as the War of the Roses. 

It’s good meaty stuff and makes 
lively reading. And as a first novel 
It is indeed a notable effort, 

Marian Palmer has, alas, fallen 
Into the trap of writing in the 
language of the period when this is 
sar necessary. Instead of remon¬ 
strating, people are “moved to 
expostulate,” and messengers never 
hurry, thay travel “posthaste.” 

Also, some of the imagery is 
irritating, “The air quickened wjtji 
the promise of dawn”; "As If it had 
never been, the ekiud passed'*; "An 
almost imperceptible Irony struggled 
at |he comer qf Richard Neville’s 
mouth." Irony cannot be. seen, 
neither cart it struggle. And "al¬ 
most” is redundant. 

The book is full of such sloppy 
phases — “Something flitted through 
the bay’s eyes” Is another — which 
are the hallmark of the amateur. 

Although it is painful to see the 
language misused in this fashion, by

and large Marian Palmer deserves 
not brickbats, but applause lor her 
brave effort. 

She has taken a complex subject 
and made of it a colorful and 
readable tale.

At Florence University, stu¬ 
dents occupied the rector’s of¬ 
fices, baying their action was a 
gesture toward “the struggle of 
French students and workers.”

He’s only missed one fines 
1951, and that was in '58 when 
he brought an olej 63-foot sloop 
around to Tacoma from the 
east coast for a friend. 

“I wouldn't miss a Swift- 
sure nowadays for anything,” 
said Guv.
